Yes, the Tax Bills have been delivered, and if you 
do not have yours, then either your lending agency has 
it, or you better write and get it, because the LIEN has 
already been placed against your property. No way to 
get out of paying it; you can only stall it with penalties 
and interest and eventually you will lose your property. 
The first half must be paid by Friday, December 10 and 
postmarked before 5 p.m. or it will be returned to you 
with penalties and interest charged. 

One thing that really galls me to the bitter end. Out 
of the full tax rate for homeowners set at $14.4124 per $100 
assessed valuation for all Sierra Madreans, the School 
Taxes assessed comes to $6.9180 per $100 assessed valu¬ 
ation, and this year for some unknown reason a new one 
has been added. County School Services at .0328. What 
this is is hard to guess. 

Now of the School assessment Sierra Madre has to 
pay $5.8270 for the Pasadena Unified School District, and 
from a recent action of the School District one would 
wonder if Sierra Madre is really in the district, and I 
quote from their own article. 

The article starts out and tells of 19 School Jobs 
that are opened for employment under the Emergency 
Employment Act of 1971. Of this amount 13 are teen¬ 
agers for classroom aides, either elementary or secondary; 
two teen center assistants; a personnel community liaison 
worker and an offset machine operator and two cus¬ 
todians, and here are the qualifications for applicants: 

Applicants for these positions must have been un¬ 
employed persons for the past 30 days and be RESI¬ 
DENTS OF ALTADENA . . . Why were the teenagers 
of Sierra Madre eliminated from securing this type of 
work? In the monetary part of the article, teenagers 
were to receive $2.88 per hour as Teen Center Assistants. 
Custodians were paid the same. Class room aids must 
have a 12th grade education and be paid $2.69 per hour. 
The personnel Liaison Worker college level work in the 
social or behavioral sciences and they will be paid $2.75 
pter hour. 

It is just another point where Sierra Madreans come 
out on the short end of the stick; I am sure that we 
have a great many teenagers who would qualify and are 
seeking work.

1 . QUESTION: When does the nev/ Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement. Inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
must file. All old certificates expired June

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that Implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or If a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What Is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to Identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change In residence ad¬ 
dress of an Individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing Is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an-/ "change in 
Information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


Sections 17900- 
17930 of Business 
and Professions 
Code in Effect 
Jan. 1, 197r 


A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi 
ness under fictitious names tile new statements? 

ANS'WER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

14. QUESTIQN: Is If mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided It is of the 8 I /2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma-/ be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish.

7. QUESTIQN: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating In the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after compleiion of 
publication. 


15. QUESTIQN: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 


8 . QUESTIQN: Is a tiling of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 


16. QUESTIQN: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or tile 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value tor the firm through publication tour times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names In 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 


■'‘Old civil code sections 
prevail in part until July 1, 
with filing charge of $2.00. 
Only a single publication 
required for interim $2 filing 
and for the prospective $10 
refiling. 


9. QUESTION: What Is the penalty for failure 
to tile and publish?

The bill, SB 1373, Alquist, while not naming tlic agency, 
is actually aimed at giving the Northern California Bower 
Agency authority through joint powers to issue the lionds. 
The bonds then will lie used to build steam and nuclear 
generating plants in Mendocino or Lake County to pro¬ 
vide power to the member cities Alameda, Biggs, Grid- 
ley, Healdsburg, Lodi, Lompoc, Palo Alto, Redding, Rose¬ 
ville, Santa Clara and Ukiah. 

Because the Northern California Power Agency is 
a joint powers agc'ncy formed by cities, it is not subject 
to the same scrutiny as other electric generating and 
distribution agencies in California, Cal-Tax pointed out.

Cal-Tax pointed out this was 
an unusual assignment as such a bill normally would have 
gone to committees dealing with utilities, local govern- port 
ment or finance. The speaker of the assembly has com- cial 
plute freedom in assigning bills. The reason given for kite 
assigning it to the Planning and Land Use Committee was mer 
that the committee has “initiated proposals for electrical ^i^d 
e/iergy demand studies.” Cal-Tax pointed out there is 
nothing in the bill and nothing in existing regulation to *'* ’ 
give any site control for the facility proposed by Northern 
California Power Agency facilities (whose member cities 
now buy power from the Bureau of Reclamation and 
P.G. & E.). 

A major concern of Cal-Tax also is over loss of tax 
base. If a similar facility were built by one of the power
